By simply specifying a Harmony House color family 
name, you can order — with your eyes closed — a lamp 
shade, a shag rug and a gallon of paint . . . and they 
will be in perfect color harmony. This is possible be- 
cause Harmony House colors are standardized. When 
Sears buyers order any home furnishings in Harmony 
House colors, the manufacturer must produce the mer- 
chandise to meet Sears color standards. 

There are 16 Harmony House color families . . . 
each in a beautiful range of shades from light pastels 
to rich, deep tones. Good color planning requires this 
healthy contrast between light and dark colors. 

There is a popular misconception that all pieces in 
the same color should match perfectly. Actually, this 
is undesirable and seldom possible. Because various 
materials take dyes differently, they cannot be color 
matched. However, they can be dyed to blend per- 
fectly with each other. 





All merchandise in the same Harmony House color 
family will blend perfectly, regardless of shade. For 
example, a Spice Brown lamp shade, a Spice Beige 
shag rug and Spice Beige paint will blend beautifully. 

When close color matching is desirable, items should 
be purchased together. For example, in buying matched 
towel ensembles buy wash cloths, hand and bath towels 
at the same time to be sure they are from the same dye 
lot. Slight color variance between dye lots is unavoid- 
able, even in Harmony House colors.

Harmony House colors are the colors you want in 
home furnishings . . . fashionable and easy to live with.

which direction 
do the windows face? 



warm exposure 

Windows facing South, 
West and Southwest. At 
least one of the major 
areas in the room should 
be a cool color. (Warm 
and cool colors are listed 
at bottom of page 2.) 




cool exposure 

Windows facing North, 
East and Northeast. At 
least one of the major 
areas in the room should 
be a warm color. 



balanced exposure 

Windows facing South 
and East, Southeast, 
North and West and 
Northwest. Warm or 
cool colors may be 
chosen for the major 
color areas. 



What is the size of the room? 

If it's 12x18 feet or larger, it is a large room. Large 
rooms can be planned with two or three major colors. 
Small rooms — less than 12x18 feet — look larger if 
fewer colors are used. For best results, use two major 
colors or two shades of one color. 

A large room can take a bold pattern in draperies, 
carpeting or wallpaper. In a small room the pattern 
should be small and used sparingly. One pattern to 
a room, whether large or small, simplifies your color 
planning efforts greatly. 

Soft, receding shades like pastels or neutral tones 
( gray or beige ) make a small room seem larger, more 
restful. A large room can take a moderate amount of 
strong, bright color like Cherry Red or Malibu Coral. 

As a general rule it is wise to use medium to dark 
or soft pastel shades for major color areas and to re- 
serve the bright clear colors for accent notes. 

Major colors in a room should not be used in equal 
areas. One of the major colors should be dominant. 




MAJOR COLORS 

are the large color areas of a room, 
such as walls, floors and ceilings and . . . 



ACCENT COLORS 

are the small color areas, such as . . .

for dining rooms . . . draperies or chair upholstery 
for bedrooms . . . bedspreads or draperies 

for kitchens . . . cabinets (if colored), cabinet tops or kitchen furniture

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Color planning starts with a few simple decisions 



Start with what you have. Suppose you're 
going to redecorate the living room illustrated at the 
right. You'll want to keep some things, discard others. 
Plan the complete job carefully . . . then follow through 
a step or two at a time as you can afford it. 

What Will you keep? The sofa is in good con- 
dition, but its upholstery looks worn and faded. A 
slipcover is the answer. The springs in Father's lounge 
chair are sagging badly. This calls for a reupholstery 
job. The other chair needs a slipcover. The walls need 
painting. New draperies and rug are also needed. And 
you're tired of the present color scheme. 





Step No. 1 This color scheme is built around new 
drapery fabric. The colors in the fabric are Frosty 
Pink, Aquamarine and Spice Beige. New slipcovers 
for the chair and sofa are made from a smart Aqua- 
marine textured fabric. 

Step No. 2 Reupholstering Father's lounge chair. 
The new cover is a sturdy tweed fabric, Spice Beige 
and black. It brings out the Spice Beige in the dra- 
pery fabric. The walls are painted Frosty Pink — the 
background color of the drapery fabric. Note the hap- 
pier, more fashionable overall appearance achieved 
with the changes thus far. 

Step No. 3 Purchase of new carpet, Aquamarine 
and Spice Brown tweed. It blends beautifully with 
the other colors in the room ... is slow to show soil 
and footprints. It is fitted wall-to-wall to make the 
room seem larger. 

When major steps are completed, add final touches 

— carefully selected lamps, pictures and small accesso- 
ries which accent or blend with your new color scheme. 

However you do it — all at once, or a step at a time 

— start with a complete plan which pleases you and 
your family . . . and stick to it!

Notice that the above room looks "right" as each step 
is taken. The new draperies and slipcovers blend well 
with the burgundy and gray, which were not Harmony 
House colors. Successful transition, gradually, from 
one color scheme to another is the result of carefully 
planning each step in advance.

Make a small room look larger 

Use light colors with little or no pattern for 
walls and floor coverings. Not more than 
one pattern should be used and it should be 
very small in scale and in two shades of the 
same color rather than in contrasting colors. 
Walls, woodwork, doors and built-ins should 
all be painted the same color for a continu- 
ous, unbroken appearance. The fewer colors 
used in a small room, the better. 



Make a high ceiling look lower 

One method is to divide the side wall area by paint- 
ing a dado in one color and the wall above in an- 
other, or use a patterned wallpaper on the upper 
wall. Another method is to paint the ceiling a 
darker color than the walls and make a border of 
the ceiling color around the upper walls. If ceiling 
is too low, paint it lighter than walls. If you use a 
pattern on walls, it should be vertical in effect to 
make walls seem higher. 




Make narrow room seem wider 

Paint the short or narrow walls in a lighter 
or brighter color than the long walls. Doors 
and window frames in the short wall should 
be painted the same color as the walls for a 
smooth, unbroken appearance. If the long 
walls are papered, paint the short walls in 
one of the light colors of the wallpaper pat- 
tern. Choose a warm color rather than a cool 
color for the short walls. 




Hide architectural defects 

If walls are cut up by windows, doors or an 
oversize fireplace mantel, tone them down by 
painting them the same color as the walls. 
The glass of the small windows above the 
fireplace in this room is painted to match 
the walls. Windows still can be used for ven- 
tilation. If there are pipes, paint them wall 
color where they run along wall and ceiling 
color where they run along ceiling. 
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Ways to build a color scheme 

It's easy to develop a beautiful color scheme 
by first selecting a wallpaper, fabric or carpeting 
pattern which you particularly like. 
Use the colors in the pattern as a color guide in 
choosing the other furnishings for your room. 



Start with carpeting . . . 

The Smoke Gray carpet, flecked with 
Federal Gold and Aquamarine, in- 
spired this dining room color scheme. 
Smoke Gray painted walls provide a 
quiet background for the rich Federal 
Gold draperies. The chair seats are 
covered in Aquamarine. Table acces- 
sories also carry out the color plan. 





Start with a wallpaper 

A gay circus pattern provided the 
colors for this child's room. Shades of 
Mint Green and Sunshine Yellow are 
the major colors. Accents of red and 
blue complete the scheme. The ready- 
to-paint furniture has been finished in 
the natural color of the wood. 



Start with a drapery fabric 

A modern pattern provides the fresh 
colors for this living room. A sofa slip- 
cover in Charcoal tweed repeats the 
background color of the draperies. 
Frosty Pink corduroy and Tropic 
Chartreuse bark cloth bring out two 
of the colors in the pattern. White 
walls, Dawn Gray carpeting and black 
and white accessories give a crisp mod- 
ern finish to the room. 
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Choose colors you like! 



Select the colors which you instinctively like and build 
your color scheme around them, following the basic 
principles outlined on page 3. If you dislike Char- 
treuse, don't use it . . . no matter how well it works into 
your color plan. There are countless other color 
schemes possible which enable you to use colors you 
do like in perfect color harmony. 

You'll get ideas for your home from the color 
schemes illustrated on the pages which follow. The 



combinations shown are not limited to any specific 
room. On page 15, for example, is a living room with 
Spice Beige as the major color. The same color scheme 
would be equally attractive in a bedroom or kitchen. 

All the rooms are decorated in Harmony House 
colors. The range of shades of each of the 16 Harmony 
House color families is shown as closely as high speed 
color printing permits. Actually, they are even lovelier.
